In  the  stress  of  another  war,  it  is  encouraging  to  know 
that  we  can  yet  remember  the  glory  of  the  greatest  civil 
war  that  the  world  has  ever  known.  Last  Sunday,  the  whole 
South  paused  for  a  moment  to  remember.  Because  of  our 
consideration  many  people  regard  us  as  unreconstructed  re¬ 
bels.  They  remind  us  of  the  horrors  of  the  War  Between 
the  States,  of  the  thousands  of  lives  which  were  lost,  the 
property  which  was  destroyed,  and  the  culture— the  highest 
which  this  country  has  ever  known — which  waS'  complete¬ 
ly  demolished. 

It  is  absolutely  right  for  us  to  try  to  forget  war’s  hor¬ 
rors,  and  when  peace  is  made  after  this  war,  we  must  try 
to  abolish  enmity  and  strive  for  a  more  unified  world  just 
as  we  have  worked  for  a  more  unified  nation.  However,  it 
is  wrong  to  forget  the  sacrifices  of  noble  men  as  they  fought 
and  as  they  fight  for  what  they  believe  in  their  hearts  to 
be  just  and  right.  Which  one  of  us  as  a  true  southerner  re¬ 
members  the  dashing  bravery  of  “Jeb”  Stuart,  the  nobility 
and  character  of  Lee,  and  the  genius  of  Jackson  without  a 
thrill  of  joy  and  pride  in  our  South  and  its  ideals?  Which 
one  of  us  as  a  true  American  fails  to  stand  straighter  when 
we  remember  the  gallant  strategy  of  MacArthur,  the  dash¬ 
ing  recklessness  of  Colin  Kelly,  or  the  stubborn  persistency 
of  the  men  on  Wake  Island? 

“You  may  carry  desolation  into  our  peaceful  land,  and 
with  torch  and  fire,  you  may  set  our  cities  in  flame,  you 
may  do  all  this  and  more,  too — but  you  can  never  subjugate 
us  or  convert  us  into  vassals  paying  tribute  to  your  power. 
Never!”  In  these  words  Secretary  of  State  Benjamin  ex¬ 
pressed  the  spirit  of  our  South  in  1865. 

Today,  it  is  the  spirit  of  our  whole  nation.  This  spirit 
can  never  be  defeated,  and,  with  it  in  our  hearts,  we  can 
never  be  defeated.  No  power  on  earth  can  match  our  strength 
or  call  itself  our  conqueroi's.  No  invader  can  reach  our 
shores!

By  its  sub-title,  “A  Leaf  in  the 
Storm”  by  Lin'  Votang,  is  called 
“a  novel  of  war-swept  China.” 
This  indicates  the  character  of 
the  book  for  one  is  able  to  grasp 
in  some  measure  the  vast  pano¬ 
rama  of  the  war  .with  Japan.  The 
most  Impressive  single  feature  is 
that  to  the  great  masses  of  the 
people,  the  war  is  a  fact  and  a 
situation  thrust  upon  them  with¬ 
out  reason  or  objecive  that  they 
can  see. 

In  no  other  country  would  war 
in  the  modern  era  be  carried  on 
t  as  it  is  in  China.  There  is  no 
I  systematic  conscription,  rationing 
I  or  priority.  Men  fight  because 
'  they  as  individuals  hate  the  things 
the  Japs  have  done  to  their  fam¬ 
ilies  and  communities.  Even  great¬ 
er  suffering  results  from  the  lack 
0(8  ceirtralidation  land  planning 
than  would  otherwise  be  true 
The  fatalism  of  the  Chinese,  their 
long  centuries  of  suffering  from 
plague  and  famine  and  flood,  and 
their  glory  in  the  greatresources 
pl"their  nation  in'  numbers  helps 
them  to  bear  the  sacrifices. 

The  Inconceivable  brutalities  of 
the  Japanese  soldiers  stir  Chinese 
hatred  from  smoldering  ashes  to 
soaring  flames  of  activity.  Just  as 
the  indiscriminate  bombing  of  the 
whole  country  and  machine  gun¬ 
ning  of  civilians  is  the  best  'pos¬ 
sible  propaganda  against  the  in¬

GSCW  will  provide  approxi¬ 
mately  200  teachers  for  service  in 
grade  and  high  schools  of  Georgia 
at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term, 
Dr.  Harry  A.  Little,  director  of 
the  GSCW  placement  bureau  has 
announced. 

A  bulletin  listing  teachers  avail- 
a,ble  for  work  next  term  has  been 
distributed  to  school  superintend¬ 
ents  throughout  the  state. 

Dr.  Little  said  present  indica¬ 
tions  points  to  a  serious  shortage 
of  qualified  teachers  in  the  state 
this  fall  and  GSCW  has  adopted 
a  four-point  program  to  help  al¬ 
leviate  this  dearth  of  instructors. 

The  four-point  program  now  in 
effect.  Dr.  Little  said,  includes 
stud«it  teaching  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  quarter,  summer  refresher 
courses  .to  aid  those  who  have  been' 
out  of  the  profession  for  some 
time,  efforts  to  attract  outstand¬ 
ing  high  school  seniors  to  teaching 
as  a  profession,  and  maintenance 
of  the  placement  bureau  to  help 
school  authorities  obtain  qualified 
teachers. 

The  shortage  of  teachers  this 
fall  will  be  most  acute  in  all  ele- 
menitary  grades,  secretarial  sci¬ 
ence,  home  'economics,  mathe¬ 
matics,  science,  music,  and  libra¬ 
ry  science,  Dr.  Little  said.
